The suit is of an omnibus character, one 
directors severally and as individuals, The 
case is based almost entirely on the evidence 
taken by State Superintendent of Insurance 
Hendricks in his investigation of the Equita- 
ble, and as a matter of fact parts of Hen- 
dricks’ report and evidence are included in 
the complaint, which comprises thirty-five 
typewritten pages and more than 10,000 
words. 
For the purposes of the suit the directors 
are classified in two groups. The first is 
charged with acts of commission and com- 
prise those who willfully caused the misuse 
of funds. | 
‘The second group includes those directors 
who are charged with acts of omission, hav- 
ing failed to attend meetings or take the 
trouble to investigate proceedings to dis- 
approve the acts of those directors who did 
spend the society's funds | 


Doesn’t Mention Caimbon Dinner. 


The complaint does not take up the Cam- 


bon dinner nor the now famous masquerade 
ball given by Hyde, nor those matters of a 
similar nature set forth in the petition of

It does outline in a general way the existing 
conditions in the Equitable scandal, and 
specifies the transactions of certain individ- 
ual directors. : 

The following statement which was hand- 
ed out, it was said, reflected the attorney 
general’s views: : | 

It will be noted that the directors or offi- 
cers of a corporation can be compelled to 
ceount for their official conduct in the man- 
agement and disposition of funds and the 
property committed to their charge. The 
article under which this section of the codé 
is found is judicial supervision of corpora- 
tions and of the officers and members 
thereof.” 

| Mayer Breaking a Record. 

It is interesting that this important sec- 
tion has been invoked only in comparatively 
unimportant cases, and so far as search dis- 
loses no case ever has been brought under 
this specific section in the name of the pea- 
ple of the state by an attorney genera). 

“The following section [1782] provides 
that an action may be brought under section 
1781 by the attorney general in behalf of the 
people of the state for the purposes in bec- 
tion 1781 provided. Section 1808 of the code 
provides: ‘ Where the attorney general has 
good reason to believe that an action can be 
maintained in behalf of the people of the 
state, etc., he must bring an action accord- 
ingly or apply to a competent court for leave 
to bring the action as the case requires if 
in his opinion public interests require that 
an action should be brought.“ : 

An action for some of the purposes pre- 
scribed in section 1781 can be brought by any 
trustee, director, officer, or creditor of the 
corporation. The theory of the law was that 
the attorney general also could bring such 
an action when some situation was presented 
which was of public interest or concern. 


Thinks It a Public Trust. 

The present situation is that an insurance 
company holding the savings of more than 
half a million of people, a considerable por- 
tion of whom reside in the state of New York, 
is charged with mismanagement, and it 


ble officers should be required to show in 
court the manner in which they have dis- 
charged the trust confided to them. 

“The question involved by the syndicate 
transactions is not so much the management 
and disposition of funds of the society as 
whether certain persons have by virtue of 
the trust relation to the society profited.

OUTSIDER’S EFFORTS FAIL. 


‘Help—Recovers Two Bodies.

Lebanon, Mo., July 30.—[{Special.}—Four 
girls were drowned in Horseshoe lake here 
last night by the capsizing of a boat, while 
the three young men who were their escorts 
all escaped.

Make No Effort to Save Life. 


Miss Perkins was still alive when brought 
to shore and Hogan left her with three boys 
and resumed his search for the bodies. They 
did not revive her. He plunged again into 
the lake and came to the surface with the 
body of Miss Mabel Easterly. 

Believing that she might be alive Hogan 
swam rapidly to shore, holding her head 
above water. One of the young men who 
had escaped drowning ran to the nearest 
telephone and notified several physicians as 
soon as he reached shore and when Hogan 
swam to the bank with the second body 
many persons had already arrived. 

Desperate efforts were made to resuscitate 
the two girls, who had been brought ashore 
by Hogan, but the physicians were unsuc- 
‘cessful. 

Search for the other two girls was con- 
tinued under direction of young Hogan, and 
within a few minutes the bodies of Misses 
Percia Easterly and Ethel Perkins were re- 


co 
Attempts to Revive Fail. 

Attempts to revive the two girls proved 
ineffectual, and the bodies were removed 
earfy this morning to undertaking rooms 
in this city. 

It was learned from the young men that 
the boat was overturned by the girls, who 
wished to exchange seatsin bow and stern of 
the boat. Two of the girls in the stern failed 
to get up from their seats as quickly as the 
two in the bow, and four girls, with one boy, 
were collected in the stern of the small skiff. 
The weight of the five persone caused the 
boat to ship water, and within a few minutes 
it filled and sank stern first. 

The seven occupants were thrown into the 
water at almost the same point, and a des- 
perate struggle followed, the girls clinging 
to the young men and pulling them under 
water. 

Mandville Mayfield, one of the young men, 
succeeded in grasping Mabel Easterly and

Valdosta, Ga., July 80.—[Special.J]—The 
Rev. J. G. Rawlings, and his two sona, Milton 
and Jesse, and their negro servant, Alf 
Moore, are to be sentenced to hang for the 
murder of the two children of the Rev. W. 
L. Carter. Leonard, a third son, was con- 
victed with his father, but because of his 
youth the jury recommended mercy. 


Murderer a Retired Minister. 

The conviction of the preacher and his 
three sons is the climax of one of the most 
bitter feuds that ever blackened the fame of 
Georgia. Rawlings and Carter are retired 
Methodist ministers. 

After leaving active ministry, they settled 
near one another. Trouble soon arose and a 
feud developed. They were constantly hav- 
ing one another in the courts. 


Threatentd to Exterminate Family. 

Rawlings, after last being haled to court, 
openly threatened to exterminate the Carter 
family, and the two Carter children were 
murdered in the effort to make the threat 
good. 
On the night of the tragedy Rawlings and 
his boys surrounded Carter’s home and made 
a noise. The children came out and were 
killed. The Rawlings remained about the 
house all night, trying to get other members 
of the Carter family out, and finally tried in 
vain to burn the house. 1 

The trial ended at 2 o'clock this morning. 
when the jury found Rawlings guilty. His 
three sons, Milton, Jesse, and Leonard, were 
convicted last week, as was Alf Moore, the 
negro, who turned state’s evidence. 
The father-in-law of Rawlings is wealthy. 
He says Rawlings may hang, but he will 
spend a fortune to save his grandsons.

The objection the opponents of the scheme 
make to it is: 

That as no provision is made for the main- 
tenance of the plant during these ten years, 
and if any repalrs are needed the city will 
have to make then iteeif, the chances are 
that at the end of the period the plant will 
be a wreck. The price put on ft then by any 
set of appraisers, providing the company ex- 
ercises its option to purchase, would be only 
a fraction of the $100,000 the plant originally | 
cost. In fact, it is not claimed by the com- 
pany thet it intends to operate the present 
power house at all. It has ite own, which 
it would be a matter of economy to use, and 
the city’s naturally would be allowed to 
decay through disuse. 


Would Be Giving Plant Away. 


Furthermore, the opponents point out: 

That as a financial proposition a company 
having no fixed charges to pay, no main- 
tenance charges to set off, and no sinking 
fund to provide for; with a plant ready made 
to its hand, with free permission to use the 
city’s poles for its other wires, and to place 
poles which will carry its other wires under 
the pretense they are needed for lighting the 
city; in fact, with no charges except 
vide some extra coal in a city where coal is 
cheap; could afford to furnish light at much 
less than $55 a lamp, and this sum paid by 
the city is in effect a bonus given the com- 
pany.for its good nature in taking over the 
municipal lighting plant and thus perfect- 
ing its own monopoly.
